4-H  CLUB  AND  YMW  WORK  IN  MARKETING 

Much  attention  and  thought  are  currently  being  given  to  the  important 
area  of  4-H  and  YMW  work  in  marketing.  Director  Sevan's  marketing  com- 
mittee has  invited  this  office  to  participate  in  a special  meeting  in  Wis- 
consin in  early  October „ Mylo  D0wney  will  take  this  assignment.  After 
the  meeting,  information  will  be  sent  to  you  that  combines  the  best 
ideas  and  suggestions  we  can  make  available.  George  Foster  has  headed  a 
task  force  that  has  already  made  a great  deal  of  progress  with  it. 

THE  FARM  UNIT  APPROACH 

fiS  with  marketing,  progress  is  being  made  on  assembling  material  on  the 
farm  unit  approach  that  may  challenge  our  thinking. 

Have  you  read  the  editorial  comment  in  the  august  issue  of  Country  Gentle- 
man, concerning  "New  On-the-Farm  Services"?  May  we  quote  the  following 
interesting  reference  to  farm  and  home  development  service  of  Extension: 

"Young  farmers,  just  starting  out,  especially  feel 
the  pressure  of  these  conditions.  The  new  service 
can  be  a lot  of  help  to  them.  In  fact,  in  Wisconsin 
the  Extension  staff  is  thinking  of  using  the  added 
funds  for  a program  of  complete  farm  and  home  planning 
in  34  counties,  primarily  for  young  couples,  or  those 
just  starting  to  farm." 

A very  important  Agriculture  Committee  of  the  National  Planning  Association 
has  also  pointed  out  some  important  facts.  They  call  to  our  attention 
that  the  million  young  families  who  have  begun  farming  since  the  Second 
World  War  face  an  especially  difficult  economic  plight  in  a period  of  high 
costs,  falling  prices,  and  tightening  credit.  The  major  needs  of  these 
young  farmers  are  for  more  adequate  intermediate  credit  and  for  better 
training  in  management  of  farms,  In  the  latter  category,  the  committee 
recommends  that  private  and  public  farm  advisory  services  provide  be- 
ginning farmers  with  more  effective  educational  assistance  in  management 
techniques,  placing  emphasis  on  self-help.  '

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IwUJlA.L  CONFERENCE  SPOTLIGHTS  RUiUL  EDUCATION  PROBLEMS 

Several  of  the  staff  shared  in  the  National  Conference  on  Rural  Eauca- 
tion  held  recently  under  the  auspices  of  the  National  Education  associa- 
tion, assisted  by  the  United  States  Department  of  Health,  Education 
and  Welfare. 

Problems  covered  by  the  delegates  ranged  from  the  zooming  school-age  popu- 
lation of  rural  towns  and  villages  to  the  need  for  all  people  as  citizens 
to  enter  into  the  solutions  of  educational  problems.  Several  of  the  con- 
ference groups  strongly  endorsed  the  need  for  cooperation  between  school 
and  nonschool  services.  Stress  was  also  placed  on  the  need  for  educa- 
tional work  with  farm  people  along  business  lines  growing  out  of  the  in- 
creased capital  investments  and  cash  costs  of  farming. 

Frances  Scuader,  J.  E,  Crosby,  Jr.  and  Ed  ^iton  worked  closely  with 
Howard  Dawson,  director  of  rural  service  of  NEA>  and  his  staff  in  arrang- 
ing three  divisional  meetings  on  the  general  subject  of  the  educational 
programs  and  agencies  serving  rural  people.

WESTERN  STATES  ARE  STILL  LOCKING  FOR  ANSWERS  ON  PEENROlLMLNT 

States  in  the  Western  region,  including  Hawaii,  are  getting  started  with 
the  fourth  phase  of  a study  which  began  when  they  tried  to  face  up  to 
the  problem  of  why  more  first-year  members  do  not  reenroll.  Much  en- 
lightening information  has  already  come  out  of  the  study. 

The  current  phase  is  focused  on  opportunities  provided  for  local  leaders 
in  county  leader  training  meetings.  Over  a period  of  a year,  certain 
selected  cooperating  counties  will  check  on  the  opportunity  that  each 
individual  leader  has  had  for  training. 

4-H  Club  PARTICIPATION  IN  YOUNG  OUTDOOR  AMERICANS  CONFERENCE 

Adninistrat  r Ferguson's  letter  to  directors  of  extension,  dated  Septem- 
ber 10,  carried  the  fallowing  item  about  the  Young  Outdoor  Americans 
Conference . 

"4-H  participation  in  the  Young  Outdoor  Americans 
Conference  for  the  second  year  has  been  endorsed  by 
the  Extension  Subcommittee  on  4-H  Club  Work.  4-H 
Clubs  and  other  youth  organizations  are  cooperating 
with  the  Izaak  Walton  League  of  America,  Inc*,  for  a 
youth  get-together  on  conservation,  natural  resources, 
and  needs.  It  will  be  held  in  Chicago,  March  30-31* 

1955.  The  purpose  of  the  conference  is  to  give  young 
people  an  opportunity  to  share  ideas  and  to  discuss 
ways  in  which  they  can  team  up  to  assist  in  conserving 
the  Nation's  human  and  natural  resources. 
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"This  is  to  alert  you  t.  twe  items  regarding  the  con- 
ference on  which  the  league  has  informed  us.  The 
Governor  s Committees  are  being  set  up  in  most  of  the 
States  again  this  year  to  give  guidance  to  this  activi- 
ty, You  may  be  asked  to  name  a representative  to  this 
committee  in  your  State. 

"Two  youth  delegates  to  the  conference  will  be  chosen 
from  each  State,  Half  of  the  delegates  will  be  selected 
at  meetings  of  the  Governor's  Committees.  The  remain- 
der will  be  picked  by  the  three  youth  groups  participating  — 

4-H  Clubs,  Boy  Scouts,  and  FFA.  Selection  will  be  on 
the  basis  of  a rotation  system  that  will  permit  each  or- 
ganization to  be  represented  from  each  State  over  a 
period  of  years.  4s  soon  as  we  are  informed  of  the  16 
States  asked  to  send  4-H  delegates,  we  will  notify  those 
concerned.  In  addition,  we  expect  that  4-H'ers  will  be 
named  by  Governor's  Committees  in  a number  of  other 
States  as  well." 

Jo  have  since  received  a letter  from  the  League  suggesting  that  the  follow- 
ing States  select  a 4-H  delegate  to  receive  an  expense  paid  trip  in 
addition  tc  the  delegate  chosen  by  the  Governor's  Committee  -which  may  also 
be  a 4-H ! er .

We  have  previewed  this  film  made  in  the  interest  of  self-help  and  rehabili- 
tation programs  undertaken  by  GoRE.  It  is  extremely  effective,  although 
perhaps  most  usable  with  leader  and  older  member  audiences.  The  film  would 
be  available  to  you  from  any  of  the  regional  CARE  offices.  It  is  16  mm. 
sound,  black  and  white,  and  runs  28  minutes. 

COOPERATION  To  SHOW  YOUTH  ACTIVITIES 

The  Eastern  States  Exposition  was  a splendid  demonstration  of  cooperation  in 
its  youth  activities.  The  Boy  Scouts,  Girl  Scouts,  Future  Farmers  of 
America,  and  4-H  joined  in  the  public  information  program  of  their  respec- 
tive activities. 

The  various  Now  England  States  shared  in  the  presentation  o f phases  of  4-H 
Club  work.  Each  State  took  the  responsibility  for  1 or  2 days  of  the 
Exposition.  On  the  day  that  the  State  was  in  charge,  it  was  represented 
by  30  or  more  4-H  Club  members  who  manned  the  educational  exhibits  and  gave 
interesting  demonstrations.

There  are  many  good  ideas  we'd  like  to  share  this  time First,  A FEW  OF 
GENERAL  IMPORT; 

GEORGIA  - They  talked  about  Youth  and  Farm  Unit  Approach. 

Annual  conference  in  Georgia  carried  a place  for  consideration  of  youth’s 
part  in  the  farm  unit  approach.!, 

Georgia  is  now  preparing  for  the  dedication  of  Rock  Eagle  Camp,  scheduled 
for  October  30.  This  4-H  Club  Center  has  been  built  with  outstanding  coop- 
eration of  members,  leaders,  and  friends.  The  dedication  program  will  be 
featured  on  the  National  Farm  and  Home  Hour,  Saturday,  October  30. 

MONTANA  - Cooperation  of  Research  and  Extension. 

"Narrowing  the  gap  between  research  and  application"  will  probably  result 
for  some  4-H'ers  because  of  the  fine  series  of  experiment  station  tours, 
which  were  a part  of'  the  State  4-H  Club  Congress.  The  idea  of  the  tours 
was  suggested  by  one  of  the  .member-planners  who  helped  set  up  Congress 
arrangements.  Delegates  could  participate  in  any  4 of  11  scheduled  tours. 

In  every  case,  the  research  experts  had  done  advance  planning  with  the 
committee  on  ways  that  the  research  in  that  particular  section  could  be 
visualised  and  localized  for  the  delegates.  No  wonder  it  was  so  meaningful. 

NEBRASKA  - Keeping  in  touch. 

The  Extension  staff  makes  a concerted  effort  to  welcome  4-H  members  who 
register  as  freshmen  at  the  agricultural  college.  A list  of  all  such 
students  is  distributed  at  the  State  staff  meeting — the  result  is  a flood 
of  notes,  visits,  and  invitations  to  homes.  Objectives  are  to  help  students 
and  later  interest  them  in  the  possibility  of  extension  work.  Group  activi- 
ties also  supplement  the  personal  contacts. 

Here's  another  good  follow-through  in  Nebraska.  Have  you  heard  about  the 
Nebraska-Washington  Club?  Thirty-five  former  National  Campers  had  a re- 
union in  June  as  they  did  an  enthusiastic  send-off  for  the  1954  Camp  delegates. 
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MEW  JERSEY  - State  4-H  Club  chorus,  recruited  from  every  county. 

To  this  group  will  come  the  honor  of  opening  the  New  Jersey  Mid-Atlantic 
Farm  Show  next  December  4,  Two  things  are  assured- — they  will  sound  good 
for  they  are  being  directed  by  William  Dennis  McMahon,  concert  artist  and 
music  critic;  and  they  will  also  look  good,  for  they  will  be  attired  in  the 
traditional  4-H  Club  green  and  white.

TEXAS  - Junior  Leadership  Training  Lab. 

Meeting  together,  working  together,  playing  together— that  is  the  pattern 
for  the  Junior  Leadership  Training  Lab  in  Texas  which  is  aimed  at  develop- 
ing leadership  qualities  in  4-H  Club  members.  It's  an  experience  of  about 
120  young  people  and  50  adults  working  together.  Dr.  Glenn  C.  Dildine'  pre- 
sented the  major  topic  of  study,  The  Role  of  the  Junior  Leader.

MaS SACHUSETTS  - Now  in  print. 

Congratulations  on  a new  tool,  4-H  Club  Agents'  Guide,  one  of  the  first 
handbooks  of  this  type  that  we  have  seen.  It  gives  suggestions  to  the 
agent  on  such  items  as  organisation  of  4-H  work  ir:  Massachusetts,  respon- 
sibilities of  the  agent,  help  available  from  the  State  office,  use  and  train- 
ing of  local  leaders,  activities  and  events,  and  professional  improvement 
of  the  staff  member, 

WISCONSIN  - They  make  their  own  slide  series  with  recording.

"Group  Living"  is  the  title  of  a new  project  designed  to  meet  the  needs 
of  older  club  members--whether  town  or  rural,  and  whether  they  have  had 
previous  4-H  enrollment  or  not.  The  three  units — outdoor  fun,  family 
fun,  and  fun  with  guests — can  be  taken  in  any  sequence  desired.

PENNSYLVANIA  - NEW  YORK  - MARYLAND  - NEW  JERSEY  - Mid-Atlantic  States 
cooperate  on  literature. 

"Home  Mechanics"  is  the  title  of  a joint  series  of  leaflets  being  developed 
primarily  to  meet  the  need  in  suburban  areas.  This  is  an  excellent  demon- 
stration of  staff  cooperation.  Agricultural  engineers,  home  management 
specialists,  information  specialists,  and  State  4-H  Club  leaders  are  working 
this  out  together.
